That Abraham Hubbs Mary his wife William 
their Son aged about Nine Years Mary Ann their daughter aged about 
Six Years and their Infant child have come to inhabit in the said Town- 
ship of Woodbridge not having. gained a legal settlement there nor 
produced, any certificate owning them... to be settled elsewhere and 
that they... are likely to be chargable [sic] to the Township of 
Woodbridge, We [two justices of the peace] .. . adjudge that the law- 
ful settlement of them the said Abraham Hubbs [etc.] ... is in the 
_ Township.of South Amboy... We do therefore require you the said 
Constable to convey .. . [them] to the overseers of the poor of the 
Township of South Amboy... Given under our hands. and Seals 
[March 17, 1828] ... 

“[Signed only by] Ichabod Potter Justice of the peace.”
